TSAR’'S IMPORTANT UKASE- 


Sr. Fererspuna, October 20. 

The Tsar, ia an important ukase,- entitles all 
Russians without distinction of olass to enter 
the public service, except Siberian and Asiatic 
races. He repeals a number of vexatious pea- 
sante’ laws. Peasants will henceforth be free to 
choose their place of residence, and will receive 
passports for unlimited periods. ( Peuter) 


Sr. Pererssure, October 20. 
An ukase has been promulgated admitting 
all to Government offices, and granting equality 
to all before the law. (Havas) 


Sv. Pererssura, October 21. 

Yesterday’s ukase does not include Jews 
and Poles. An Imperial order issued simal- 
taneously reminds the peasants’of the severe 
penalties inflicted on those refusing to undergo 
military service. 

The general effect of yesterday's ukase is 
to relieve the peasants of the onerous authority 
of the communes. The peasants can retain the 
benefits of the communal system daring em- 
ployment elsewhere and can leavea commune 
without its consent and join another. (Reuter)

DAMAGES 2,000,000 DOLLARS. 


Havana, Uctober 20. 
The Brooklyn has been refloated. The cyclone 
has abated. The damage done here amounts 
to about 2,000,000 dollars.

flavana, Ootober 20. 
The cyclone was the severest within the 
memory of the present generation. The wind 
travelled at 80 miles an hour. The waves 
engulfed 35 lighters in the harbour. Buildings 
were shaken as if by an earthquake. The trains 
were washed from the line. (Reuter) 


New York, Ootober 20. 

The cyclone wrought great havoc at Salva- 
dor, Guatemala, and Honduras. The physical 
features of certain parts of Salvador are com- 
pletely changed.. Numeroos fatalities occurred, 
The Salvadorian warship Izalco is lost. (R.) 

The Brooklyn, which was driven ashore 
daring the rccant cyclone at Havana, belongs 
to the second class of the United States’ 
armoured ornisers. She was laid down towards 
the end of 1893 and at her trials did 83 
knots at a mean speed of 21.92 knots with 
a boiler pressure of 100 lbs. and 138 to 140 
revolations, she being very light at the time, 
She hasa total displacement of 9,215 tone, 
with a coal capacity which enables her to 
steam 5,110 knots at the average speed of 
10 knots per hoor. Her armament consists 
of eight 8in. breechloaders in pairs in the 
barbette turrets, arranged lozenge-wise ; twelve 
Sin, quickfirers behind 4in. shields ; twelve 
Gin. projecting quickfirere; four lin. projecting ; 
four machine guns; two Sin. fisld quick- 
firers ; and fonr Whitehead torpedo tcbes. 
She has a foll complement of 517 men. It will 
be remembered that the Brooklyn paid a 
visit to Alexandria in’May last, during which 
her officers made themselves very. popular 
here. 5

. EULOGY OF ITSELF. 


“Al Moayad” writes :— 

There is now in Egypta strong and influen- 
tial power, which is the native Provs. We do 
not say that the Native Press is infallible, but 
we boldly confess that it is a powerful agent 
with a voice that touches the heartstrings and 
penetrates through the ears to the brains. 

It may sometimes err, but generally it hits 
the mark. Moreover, the nation confides in 
its opinions,relies on the trath of its patriotism, 
and is, on the whole, strongly attached to it. 
It is well known that the Occupation has 
possessed absolute influence in every depart- 
ment of the Government by means ofthe 
advisers, and that nobody is free except the 
Press, which is really the last resort of the 
native in adversity and misery, and through 
which he can air his grievances. All this 
his Lordship has already known and even 
declared in his report on the Egyptian Press 
when he said that the latter watches over his 
works, Bat his Lordship saw, after the Akaba 
aud the Denishwai affairs, that the influence of 
the Pregs had grown fearfally powerful, and 
therefore wished to st'fle its growth. Thus he 
accused it of falsehood and said it was the 
most subtle Press in the whole world in 


inventing lies. Not only this, but even his: who dled in London after an operation on Thursday, September 27, 1906. 
Lordships agent said that it raised its tre-| cane ners “eae 


mendous voice, that alarmed every English | 


employé in Egypt, by bribery. Then his Lord- 
ship began to secretly threaten the freedom of | 
the Egyptiau Press. 

For these reasons, some people thought 
that, after his retarn, his Lordship might give 
great attention to the question of the Native 
Press ; and many were the conjectures respect- 
ing what his Lordship might do. 

The following are the instances of these 
conjectares, 

“ Will its present freadom remain ? 

‘« Willhis Lordehip fiad s means how to 
supervise it 7 

* Will he restric’ it ?” 

Bat our confidence in the wisdom of the 
British Agent and our trnst in: the strength 
of his English and original principles, lead 
us to believe that his Lordship will not 
injure the freedom of the Press, neither by 
supervision nor by restriction. 


We have right, by a historical proof, to be! 


assured of,the trath and soundness of this 
confidence. A few years ago, all those who 
belonged to the British Agency, whether 
officials or not, found ‘Al Moayad” a thorn 
in their sides, and some of them asked his 
Lordship to bring about its fall by all means. 
His Lordship then answered that ita fall could 
only be brought about by one of two means. 
The first was by tempting the publisher of 
“Al Moayad” into some snare or other which 
would cause the fall of the paper. The second 
was by putting an end to it in an unconstitu- 
tional manner. “The firat of these,” said ~his 
Lordehip, “‘is inconsistent with my hononr ; to 
the second the Parliament will not agree.” 
This historical proof respecting the native 
Preas, on whose principles the Egyptian Press 
was organized, shows that his Lordship respects 
the honourable and free principles of the Press 
for two reasons—the one a personal motive, 
and the othar a motive founded on educational 
principles. 
There is what we expect to be the last act 
| with whichs* his Lordship will crown his 


stractore that he built and which is the only 
comfort tor Egyptians. 


This is what.we hope, if destiny does not‘ 


throw in our way obstacles that may blight 
our hopes. 

To treat the subject fully, we say that 
his Lordship has seep, like ail who have given 
attention to the conduct of the Native Press 
in the last few, years, that the papers are 
not alike. Of these there are the unimportant 
that do not spread among the nation; there 
are also the extreme that go so far as to 
say there is no good whatever in the Englieh 
and the Occupation, aud sometimes are carried 
beyond their proper limits by patriotic zeal. 
Then there are the reasonable that respect 
truth and mesn to be a usefal. mirror for the 
nation in every matter of moment. Then there 
are the extreme in the opposite direction, we 
mean that absolve the English and injare 


| 
he feelings of the natives. 


These Are our papers and their different 
kinds. if the English complain of some opinion 
or languags, it cannot be those of a reasonable 
paper, bat of the extreme native papers. So, 
if his. Lordship means to supervise the Press 
or put restrictions on its liberty, this will 
be because he is offended at the extreme 
papers that transgress their patriotic zeal. 

Let his Lordship permit us to talk to him 
freely and reasonably. 

First, it is not right to punish the Egyptian 
Press for the fault of one single paper. Second- 
ly, his Lordship thinks that an extreme native 
paper has deserved punishment: for~ trans- 
gressing its limits through patriotic zeal. What 
then should he think with regard toa paper 
that goes to the opposite extreme and means 
to hart Egypt and her sons? If his Lordship 
sees that he should supervise the Press which

to possess its freedom as the only comfort to 
the country for the misfortune of being occcpied 
by a foreign power, we can guarantee that 
he will not find in the native Press what he 
now finds ; while the excess of the extreme 
papers will then be a cause of ruin for them- 
selves.
